State Intelligence : The principal task 
e intelligence was described as producing 


a daily current intelligence report for the Secretary. 
Mr. Burlison said it looked like they had too many 
boxes on their organization chart. 

Mr. Robinson stated that the policy involvement 
of INR makes them somewhat different from CIA and the 
FBI, and suggested that maybe not all of INR was a 
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House Permanent Select Committee on Intelligence 
concern. Mr. Rose asked about State’s participation 
in the Community Online Information System. Rose said 
many intelligence agencies don’t put information into 
this system and don't use it and he hopes to find out 
why. The witness was not prepared to discuss it. 

e. Energy Intelligence : The witnesses 

described Department of Energy intelligence functions 
ranging from the production of current intelligence 
on a daily basis for the Secretary of Energy, to
